Chiinis I, 7, 10, 1 6, and 26 are currcnlly amended. Claim 27 is currenlly cancclietL and claims 
1-5, 7-19, 2:"?. 24, 26. and 28-32 are currently pending. 

In light, of the following remarks, the applicant requests withdrawal of the pending 
rejeclions and advanccmcnl of this upplication to allowance.

K), 2010. The sco|)e ofthc poiding claims and teaching;; of the cited references were discussed 
during ihc interview. Both the applicant and the undersigned atlorncy thank Examiner Koppikar 
for his coiirlesy and litiic. 

PnfUminury Moiiers 

Claims L 7. 10, 16, and 26 are amended to clarify thai the individiiali/ed. paliciil specific 
data for controlling operation of the pump are parameters. This amendment only clarines tlio 
claim and does not narrow Ihc scope of the claims. The omondmeins are 5;upport:ed throughout 
the pentling patent application, inciudiny at ieast the text from pau;e 4^ line 2 1 - pat;c 5, line 2. 
pat'c 19, lines 22-23; and page 27, line 22 page 28, line 2. 

AdditionaUy. the Onlcc Action does not contain a rejection of elaivris 2'^ or 24. The 
applicant respectfully rcqucsti; allowance of these claims. 

Rcieciioff inuicr35 ILSXl 10 1 

Claims 1-6, 16-19, and 32 stand rejected as being directed lo non-5t.atutory subject mrjttcr. 
The applicant respectfully traverses this rejection and docs not concede any characterizations of 
the peiuiing application provided in the Office Action. Claim 6 has been cancelled and the 
rc:jectton of this claim is now moot. 

With respect to the reniaining claims, the basis for the rejection is that tlic claims do r^ot 
positively recite a device because the recited term "database'* could read on a sheet of paper, 
i he applicant notes that claim 1 was previously amended to recite 'Vt database stored in a 
com|)utcr/' Accordingly, the database recited in the clainis cannot read on a sheet of paper, 
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Addinonally, clainis 1-5. l()-)9, aiKi 32 recite pump. Claims 1-5 m(.\ ?2 Ilirthcr rccilc the ainof 
controlling operation ofthc pump. 

For at Icajst these reayon.s, the applicant rcspcclfully submits the pending claims rccilc 
yliiUUory -subjeel maiter and request withdrawal of the pending rejection, 

Rejeciion of Ciaiiu 6 ^ndifr 35 US. C, S 112 
Claim 6 stands rejected as hcinLi indellnile for Tailing to pariicidarly poiiil out and 
distinctly claim tlic stibjcct matter the applicant re.uanis as (he invention. The applicant 
rcspoctluliy traverses tliis rejeelion and do not concede any characlcrizavion of the pendin.^ claim 
[>rovided in die OITtce Action. The appHcant notes claim 6 was previously rejected and reqiiesls 
withdrawal of the pending rejection. 

Rejections under 35 US,C. § 103 

Claims 1-3, 6-19, and 20-32 sland rejected as being obvious over Petersori (l iS 
5,788,669) in view oPEggers (US 5,713,856) and in view orOt'llcial Notice and in even Turiher 
view ol^ Biomquist (US 5,658,250). Claims 4 and 5 stand rejected as being obvious over 
Peterson in view ofEggers In view ofBlomiiuist in view ofOITicial Nolice as applied to claim 3 
above, and in furUicr view of Medisource. The applicant respect fuily traverses tliese rejections 
and docs not concede any characterizations of the pending application or cited j'cferences 
proviiied in (he OfUce Action. 

As a preliminary niatler, the applicant notes that claims 6 and 27 arc cancelled and the 
rejection of these claims is now moot. 

The independent claims were amended so that all of the pending claims now recite batch 
downloading data items including ''individualized, patient-specific parameters for controlling 
operation of a medical pump/' The claims further recite that *'at least one of the individuaii/.txL 
palicnt-specific parameters being selected from the group consisting of an age, a weight, a 
delivery schedule, a delivery rale, dose requirements, limit for the size of Im>1uscs, limit for the 
frequency of boluses, a dose, a bolus amount, a minimnni time between boluses, a volume limit 
for delivery, and a bolus frecjLiency/' 

None of the cited references disclose or suggest any of these elements. For example, 
Peterson discloses downloading an application program from a compnicr lo a ptunp. Col. 4, il. 
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7-17, It also discloses; iho compiHcr can store a tcocc tnbic that, includes per^ional ;md medical 
inrorniMiion. Col. 4, II. 36-53. Although its claims nmy not be .so limited, the .'^pccillcation in 
Pelcrson docis not disclose (htit any oflhis information i*s individufiii/cd, piilicnt-.spcciHc 
paramclcrs for coiilmlliiMj; opcralion of a medical pump. Nor doey Pclersoii disclose lhat any oT 
{his personal or medical iniorrvuilion is downloaded to tl^e pump.

10, I 38 - col, I ] J. 45. However, il is siicnl abou( downloading inclividualizcd. paticnl-spcciric 
puramelcrs lor conU'ollinL^ operation oPti medical pump. In Tact, when Ec,iJ,ers does disclose 
enierin^^such pauent-spcciric parameters, il leaches the parameters are entered directly Into the 
pump using a b^rdkeys (e.tv, 136)^ softkeys (e.g., 106), and display 1.02, Col, 14, 11, 17-38. 

Blomqiiist discloses downloading and storing pump progr:uiis into flash memory on the 
pump. Il discloses lhat keyboards on a computer can be used to enter data into the pmnp using j 
Standard keyboard instead of the limited interfaces r(Htnd on a pmnp. i towever, the only 
memory locations for storing patient specific setting that Blomquist discloses is either Uie 
memory 140 or 150 on the pump itself. IT does noi disclose thai any paiienl-specific sellings are 
stored on memory in tlic computer as v\^ould be needed ibr batcli downloading oi"this 
information. CoK 7, 1. 63-ooL 8. L I I. Additionally, Blomquist discloses that when cnTcjing 
palicni spccillc paranH"itcrs, the computer uses prompts as opposed to a prompt, table, or similar 
user interface. Col. 10, 11. 12-17. Although its cktims niay not be so limited, the disclosure in 
Bbmquist ormuUiple prompts combined with the explicit teaching that patient specific 
parLiMictcrs iwc stored in ntcmory on the pump suggests lliat patient speeilic parametcrii are 
individually eniered into the piu-np — not batch downloaded into Oie piijtip. 

Furthermore, and as slated in tlie previous response, the Oi ndal Notice does not relate to 
iiidividuali/.ed, palient-specifjc parameters for controlling operation of a medical pump. 
iVIedisourcc discloses a database ofdrug irileraclions and dosing algorithms to ensure a valid 
drug treatment is being administered. It makes no disclosure of downloading any type ofdaie to 
a pump. 

Therefore, no combination of the cited references ca.n res\ilt in the clainted combination 
of rcfercncus. For at least the foregoing reason.s, the applicant respectfully submits claims 1-5, 7- 
19, and 26-32 are not obvious over the cited references. Therefore, the applicant rcspeclfuily 
requests withdrawal of the pending reject ions.
